O.S.R. 1726. —In pursuance of rule 92B of the Central Excise Rules, 1944 and in 
superse.ssi-'n of the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Finance (Department of Revenue) No. 146/CO-Central Excises dated the 2]at Novem¬ 
ber, 1960. the Centra] Government hereby fixes, for the different sizes of centrifugals 
employed in the manufacture of khandaari sugar In the units working without the 
aid of sihphltation plant and specified in column (I) of the Table below, the rates 
of duty calculated for a week and specified in the corresponding entry in column (3) 
ttiereof.

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Provided that the week for the purposes of this notiflc*tlon shall be reckoned 
as from Ist to 7th, Sth to 14th, 15th to 21st and 22nd to 2ath of a calendar month; 

Provided further that the duty for the remaining 2 or 3 days of the calendar 
month, except the month of February, as the case may be. shall be calculated at 
the rate of one-third of the weekly rates of duty specified in column ( 2 ) of the 
Table and shall be payable by the manufacturer along with the duty payable by 
him for the fourth week, namely, from 22 nd to 28th of that calendar month; 

Provided also that where an application to avail of the special procedure is 
granted under sub-rule (1) of rule 82A of the aforesaid rules on or after the 10th 
day of February, 1962, the manufacturer shall be required to pay duty for the first 
four weeks at double the rate applicable to his centrifugal unless he satisfies the 
Collector of Central Excise—- 

(a) that the centrifugal for which the application Is made was not owned 
during the period of 12 months immediately preceding the aforesaid 
date by any other manufacturer of khandsarl sugar; and 

ibl that he had no proprietary interest in any other concern producing 
khandsarl sugar on the said date. 

2. Save as otherwise provided in the third proviso to paragraph 1, this notifica¬ 
tion shall take effect from the 1st day of November, 1963,

khandsari sugar on the said date.
